The legs of this creature ſtand as far 
backward as thoſe of the lumme, which ren- 
ders it as unable to walk; its wings are very 
ſhort, and ſo made as to aſſiſt it in moving 
ſwiftly on the water. The fleſh of theſe 
birds is fine eating : their eggs delicious : as 
good as thoſe of the Cuthbert duck : and tho? 
the bird lays but one egg, yet the eggs are to 
be had in great plenty at Trada, ſo numerous 
are the flocks of them at that place. 

The flamingo is not a common bird at the 
weſtern iſſands. It is very tall, but its body 
not large, The legs are almoſt, wo yards 
| long, 
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long, and the neck in length about 3 yard 
and a half. It wades as far as it» can, and 
with its neck very eaſily takes up the fiſh 
its bright piercing eyes behold at the bot - 
tom. The head, neck, and body of the 
bird, are white: the long feathers of the 
broad ſhort, wings, are black; but. the cover- 


ing feathers of them are a glowing ſcarlet, 
with. a few intermixed of the fineſt green.

As to the inhabitants of Ge fone lain 
we found only four poor families, who till the 
ground, ſow ſeeds, gather eggs, and catch 
fiſh; and one convent of nuns of the poor 
clares ; with two old franciſcan friars. The 
natives ſpeak Iriſh only, which is the lan- 
guage of all the weſtern iſlands; but the 
nuns talked Engliſh and French well. There 
were twenty of them in all, and they ſeem- 
ed very ſenſible, well-bred women. They 
were Iriſh and Scotch. They were exceeding, 


glad to ſee me and the ladies, my friends, 


who were with me. They invited us to 
their cloyſter, which is a plain, convenient 


| houſe, and made us lodge there the three 


nights we ſtaid on the iſland. They be- 


baved with the greateſt goodneſs and civility. 
They entertained us in the kindeſt manner, 
and in the beſt way they could, tho' they 


knew we were hereticks, | 'Theſe

This rock is an exact ſquare, 1 | 
quarter of a mile every way, and its ſuper- 
fies is one deep valley, which ſecures it 
from the ſutf' and ſtorms, and makes it able 
to produce the fineſt ſhrubs, and flowers of a 


thouſand Kinds. It ſmelt like a ſpice iſland; 


and as one fountain burſts from the middle 
of it, and wanders many ways, till it falls 
into a ſwallow, and diſappears, it looks ſo 
very odd and beautiful, that we could not 


help wiſhing for an eafier way to if, and it 
ſhould be viſited every year. It is a charm- 
ing little retreat in the midſt of the vaſt wa- 


try waſte. When the ſouth-wind rages, and 
the Atlantic roars, and falls in mountains 
round it; in that ſoft valley, one may live 


quite ſnug, and ſleep ſecure. 


We thought at firſt, that it had no inhabi- 
tant but the fa/mar, which fat in flocks on 


the cliffs, but had not been long on. land, 


before we diſcovered one of the human race.

In that free, friendly land, and purchaſe ſome 
pretty country-houſe in the neighbourhood of 


the Hague; that Imight enjoy retirement, or 


be able to chuſe the beſt company upon earth, 
as my mind was inclined to either. But there, 


by my. weakneſs in the diſpoſition of my af. 


fairs, and the wickedneſs of men I had to deal 
with, I loſt in a few months time above fifty 


thouſand pounds; and as Alvarez had not 


many hundreds remaining, but a couple of 
thouſand pounds; he thought of this fine 
rock, on which he had been many times, and 


determined to make it as habitable as he 
| could; 
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could; to bring every neceffary of life thete, 
and in that wild, lone retreat, prepare for His 


latter end; having fully ſeen and known the 


world; and no longer _—_ fir to 10 an ac- 
tor in it. 


All the obſtacle in the way of this + 


Mr. Durour continued, was ſome occaſional 


aſſiſtance from the brethren of my race, and 
freſh things I might want now and then; and 
to make this bear, I agreed with a ſenſible 


man of one of thoſe Iſlands to call upon me 


ſometimes, and bring or ſend me by his boat 
the particulars I required; but not to men-

forty ſeventh year, I ſettled in this place, and 
have been here almoſt four years. In conſti- 
tution, I am as young and ſtrong as ever, 
and have only an heavy hour now and then, 
when! think of the unutterable happineſs! en- 
ou with my Belvidera. My time is ſpent in 

5 12 read- 
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0 fiſhing, ſnooting, and Wan — 
the water is fine I put out to ſea in my nevage, 
that is, a little boat of wattles covered with a 
horſe- hide, which i IS. ſwiftly rowed with two 
paddles, and cannot eaſily be wrecked on the 
rocks: the ſeaſoned hide bears many a thump 
that would break a man of war, and if it 
cracks, we ſtop the leak with wool: In this 
kind of bark I frequently g⁰ ſeveral leagues: : 
I could land on any of the iſles with it: and 
I generally return to my rock with fowl and 
Aſh ſufficient for twenty men. I gather drift 
wood enough in the ſummer for my- winter 
firing, but nevertheleſs take in ſome turf in 
the ſeaſon. So that, every thing conſidered, 
I am very far from being miſerable in this ab- 
ſolute ſolitude, and find more true pleaſure in 
being thus alone, than I am ſure I could have, 
if Lwere to hum among the ſwarm. | 


But l muſt obſerve to you ladies, that! my | 
preſent felicity 3 1s principally owing to that 
folio Ne. I. in my alcove. It is the Bible; 
and were I to live a thouſand years. upon this 
rock, it would afford: me a noble and delight- 
ful entertainment. It is a nevet-failing fund

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are defirous of worſhiping God, and forming 


their religious notions,” according to the in · 
ſtructions of divine wiſdom; and not by de- 
crees of erring morkals; who have -cortupted 
the chriſtian religion with three ſupreme con- 


ſcious ſpirits, and a number of other ſhocking: 


impieties. In the Bible, ladies, there are no 
myſteries to ſtare at, and perplex the human 
race; no ground for doctors to erect their ty- 
ranny, and'babel-fabricks on: but we are or- 
dered the re to pray to God tbe Father in the 
ſpirit of Gbriſt's doctrine, and to take care to 
walk continually as in the divine preſence: 
that tremendous preſence, before which the | 
ſmalleſt actions, and moſt ſecret performances 
cannot go unnoticed.

Here the Solitary ended, and we e ders 


lim for his ſtory. We could not enough ad- 
mire the goodneſs of the man, the amiable 
Miſs: Dellon, and eſpecially his laudable zeal 
for the Bible, anil original chriſtianity. We 
retired full of the relation, to our tents, and 
as the night was quite calm, were lulled into 
the ſoundeſt ſleep by the charming murmur 


of the ocean on the cliffs. Next day we did 


intend to depart, but ſuch a tempeſt aroſe, as 


made us thankful we were on the rock. The 


ſtorm we had been in was almoſt a trifle to 
this, and in ſafety I had the pleaſure of be- 
holding the moſt tremendous, grand watry 
{cene all powerful nature could produce. 


The whole: Atlantic was in mountains that 


reached to the clouds, and broke in ſuch wild 


uproar, and with ſuch mighty thunders in its 
dreadful fall upon the rock we ſtood on, that 


1 could not enough adore that amazing pow- 


er of the Deity, which rendered the little ſpot 
ſuperior in ſtrength to the aſtoniſhing exertions 
of his Almighty arm on the vaſt deep. The 


tempeſt laſted twenty four hours ; and as our 


ſhip was quite ſecured in the: creek, we lived 
very * with Mr. Durour in his 
charm- 
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charming cave, and paſſed the hours away in 
muſic and feſtivity. The whole was fine. 


And if I had been told of ſuch realities, | 


would with pleaſure have gone from Cheviot- 
hills to ſee only this rock, this Solitary, and 
this ſtorm from ſo ſafe a place. 99 

The zoth day of June, we took our leave 


of the Solitary, and ſailed as the ſun was riſing, 
to the northern extremity of the Long Hand, 


called Lewis, to fee an acquaintance of one. 


of the gentlemen on board with us; who had 
made him promiſe to call upon him, if ever 
fortune brought my friend that way; and as 
we had paſſed by it, from Treda to the-Sofi- 
tude, this pr omiſe was intirely forgot. So back 
we ran again with a pleaſing gale, from weſt 


to eaſt, and as the day was valtly fine, we 
| ſpent it under our awning. In muſic and 


fiſhing we paſſed the hours delightfully aways 


and at night fat down to cod and ſalmon, and 


ſeveral other kinds we had taken. But we 
had like to have payed dear for our fiſh, by 


the means of a formidable creature the hands 
drew up, and let fall very near us. 


This was a wolf- fiſh, or ca- wolf. It was: 
ſix feet _ four feet thick, and had a vaſt 
14 -: - flat 
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fat head, Which opened in a 8 
ner. The diſtended mouth was wide enough 


do tabe i in a child, and its teeth ſufficient to 
break any bones in an inſtant. It had not 
only, don ble rows of ſtrong frightful : tuſks 


in his jaws, - but its Palate, and part of 
its throat was full of thoſe great teeth. Each 
eye was as big as my hand, prominent, and 


fierce in 1 the look, beyond all the creatures in 


the world. Its ſtrength and activity prodigi. 
ous, and where - ever its jaws faſten, deſtruc. 
tion enſues in a moment. It is a dreadful 
figure. , I was ſure my head was gone, as! 
happened to be the neareſt to it. It was too 
much for the failors, and they cried out to us, 
run away, run away, we cannot manage it. 
But this was not in our power, and if Mr. 


Scarlet, our captain, had not by a fortunate 


blow of a hatchet ſplit its head, as.it advanced, 
I mufthave periſhed, and very probably ſeveral 
more of the company; as its head and jaws 
were. intirely at liberty, and the great hook 
or harpoon in its ſide only, with a rope about 
its middle. We had a great deliverance. 


Even when it lay dead, it was ſhocking : but 


its body was beautifully. e goat with the

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The firſt of July, at ſeven in the evening, 
we landed on Lewis, at the north-eaſt point, 
where there is a little convenient bay, and 
from thence we walked through a pleaſant 

country to the next village; where we found 

a very tolerable public-houſe for the ple of 
voyagers. They had good. mutton, good 
bread, and ale that was extraordinary. Here 
we paſſed the night, and had the 1 
account of the iſland. 

Lewis, as ſeparated ow steg by 2 
loch, is forty miles from north to ſouth, and 
its greateſt breadth fourteen: but in ſome 
places, it is only three and four miles broad. 


The land is meadow, arable and paſture, with 


ſome mountains and bog, and produces as 
good corn and turf as any part of the world. 
They have ſheepand cows, and rabbits, hares, 


and deer in great plenty. There are rivers of the 


lineſt water, and by the great plenty of ſea- 
fowl, and fiſn taken in the lochs, and on the 


coaſts, could provide for many thouſands 
more than inhabit this land. The air was, as 


we found it, refreſhing and fine in the ſummer- 


time, and in winter moiſt and cold; which 
they corrected with good fires, and a plenti- 


ful glaſs of whiſty. Whiſky is a malt ſpirit, 
1 5 Which 
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which . they make of various degrees of 
ſtrength, and when a company ſits over it, 
they burn it a little, and put a ſmall lump of 
falt butter! into it as it flames. We had ſome 
of it ' ſerved. up to us in this manner; and tho 


it ſeemed to me very odd drink, yet I cannot 


ſay it was bad; and in the winter there, it 
muſt be. comfortable enough. | 
"Lewis is at preſent a very different place 
from what it was in Mr. Martin's time, that 
is, the latter end'of the ſeventeenth century, 
when he publiſhed his deſcription of the-wel- 
tern iſtands : a deſcription very valuable, in 
reſpect of its being the firſt, and the only ac- 
count we had of thoſe countries; but other- 
wiſe, as to full and accurate deſeriprion, a ve- 
ry poor and imperfect piece. I was only on 
four or five of thoſe iflands, and J am ſure, 
even the natural hiſtory of thoſe few, and all 
the curioſities and wonders belonging to them, 
would make ſeveral volumes of the ſize of 
Martin's book. Were 1 to print all J ob. 
ſerved in Lewis it would make many ſheets : 
but this is not within my deſign. Some of 
the moſt extraordinary particulars, and eſpe- 
cially in the moral way, are the things Ire-

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The inhabitants of Lewis. are reckoned to 
be 2000 fouls, and are tall, ſtrong, handſome, 
people; not all red-haired, as Mr. Martin 1978 
of the people on it in his time; for 1 faw ſe⸗ I 
veral with black hair and e) yes. Th 4 PoE! I 
are extremely ſprightly 3 ſenlible. They 
have a ſurpriſing underſtanding for en poor 
people. They are likewiſe courteous an 
generous to a wonderful degree. Many of 
them are bards, that J, natural Iriſh poets, | 
and compoſe extempore the prettieſt ſongs re- 
lating to the heroes of former times, who liv- 
ed in thoſe ifles ; and to the bravery of the 


preſent race in climbing rocks for eggs, and 


ſuch like feats ; and their own chaſte amours. 
They ſing thoſe ſongs extremely well, and 


many of them play on the fiddle by the ear. . 
They have not the leaſt notion of art in muſic, 


but ſome of them perform i in a very wonderful 
way, I belieye they had never heard any one 
that played by notes till I came among them, 
and they were ſo tranſported with ſuch muſic 
as I could make on the fiddle, that they ſeem- 
ed as it were diſtracted with raviſhment. My 
eremona had the power of magic on the minds 

of theſe poor, muſical praphe- i... ot 
In religion the natives (and the inhabitants

Pit is there among them; bleſſed country! 

And as every village is a, pariſh, and they

to the everlaſting honour of the three or four 
clergymen that were ſettled among them, 1

This, noble F the 0 erg 
might expect from its Creator, and accord- 
ingly we find, that the Father of the univerſe 
was pleaſed to counteract the prevailing cor- 
ruption, and, in his infinite wiſdom, began 
by ſelecting one family of the earth, to be a 


repoſitory of true knowledge, and the pat- 


tern of obedience and reward among the na- 
tions. To this family he particularly revealed 


himſelf, and viſited them with diſpenſations: 
He formed them into a nation under his ſpecial 
protection, governed them by laws delivered 
by himſelf, and placed them in the open view 
of the world, firſt in Africa, and afterwards 
in Aſia. The Creator ſelected the Hraelitiſb 


nation to be a public voucher of his being and 
providence, and to let the nations of the 


earth ſee, that the worſhip of the true God, 


and a ſteady courſe of right conduct, entitled 


the truly pious and virtuous to the protection 
and bleſſings of the divine power; but ido- 
latry and diſobedience would procure the 
Wrath of heaven, and ſink them under calami- 
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ties. Any other people would have ſerved for 
this purpoſe as well as the Jews, and it was not 
out of partiality that God choſe them: but, 
as he was pleaſed, in his infinite goodneſs, to 
ſet apart one nation to be alight upon a hill, 
he called the IHaelites, becauſe their ance- 
tors were more ꝓious and virtuous than the 
anceſtors of any other nation.

Thus did the Lord of all che whckls, by 
e demonſtrate himſelf to be the one 
true God; and manifeſt by interpoſure, when 
wickedneſs was univerſal, and amazingly 
great, that it is by the exerciſe of virtue and 
integrity only, ſo far as the- low rank of ſueh 
imperfect beings as we are will admit, that 
mortals can ſecure the love of God, and a 
duration that extends beyond the limits of 
this life, in unſpeakable feliciey and glory. 
This infinite wiſdom made plain, when he 
brought the choſen family into Egypt, the 
head. quarters of idolatry: The moſt dread- 
ful diſplays of divine power made it evident, 


that there is one God, omnipotent in wiſdom 
and action, and that happineſs is connected 
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with the worſhip, of this ſupreme Sint and 


the practice of reaſon. 
But good as this diſpenſation was, and 0 
ful as it would have been to all mankind, if 


they had attended to it, vet the Father of the 
univerſe deſigned it only as a temporary thing, 


and promiſed at the giving of it to erect an- 


other more perfective in a proper time. Ac- 


cordingly, when the Gentile world was in- 
tirely corrupt, and even the Jews by iniquity 
were ripe, for deſtruction, God ſent his fa- 


vorite into the world, Jeſu, Cbriſt the rig b- 
teas, the well- beloved, as an only begotten 
Son, and ordered him to publiſh. a general 
indemnity upon repentance, and enlarge the 
Jewiſh peculliarity to the extent of the whole 
globe; that there might be neither Jew. nor 
Greek, neither bond nor free, but all be one 
in Chriſt, that is, under the goſpel diſpenſa- 
tion.
